It is an- 
other item added to the many contribu- 
tions, which, first and last, have ap- 
peared in the public prints, appertaining 
to the multitudinous and never-failing 
resources of our grand Sierras. 


GMZZLY VAIXEY 


Lies in the northern part of Plnmas 
county, Col., and is nine miles long by 
six miles wide, having an elevation per- 
haps of 6,000 feet above sea-level. It is 
so high up among the Sierras that the 
surrounding hills are low, thus making 
it resemble more or less a plateau. And 
yet, at this great elevation, nature has 
made it rich in contributions to the 
pleasure and well-being of man. About 
the head of the valley, or divide be- 
tween it and Genesee Valley, is the 
source of Grizzly creek, a stream that 
meanders through the length of the 
valley, giving rise to abundance of the 
most nutritious grasses, such as red and 
white clover, wild timothy, bunch grass, 
etc., spread all over the lower portion 
ot the valley in wild and rich profusion, 
thus making it one of tbe finest dairy- 
ing sections in the mountains. There 
are no persons resident in the valley, 
but there are some nine or ten persons 
who own dairy ranches therein, and 
who go there in the Summer with their 
cows, and carry on large dairies from 
about the 1st of June to the latter part 
of October, four or five months in the 
year. And here is one of the results of 
dairying cows on tht nutritious grasses 
growing there: that they produce per- 
ceptably more and better butter than 
the feed of almost any other known val- 
ley or region. The people of Qnincy 
and other markets that have tried this 
butter prefer it to amy other. No snow 
in this region six or seven months in 
the year. Water cold, sparkling, deli- 
cious; atmosphere salubrious and de- 
lightful; health unequalled. 
On* of 


the most attractive features of _ this sec- 
tion is the trout fishing. Grizzly creek, 
a tributary of the Feather river, abounds 
in fine mountain trout, varying in size 
from the brook trout to those of %*>. 
oud 1 ft. weight. The writer and fam- 
ily were there a month ago and spent 
two days, camping out and fishing. In a 
few hours' fishing each day, we caught 
in all 150. Another party caught there 
and in Feather river below, 500 in about 
four days. Grizzly Vallay is about

intervals. A railroad through the length 
of the timber and mining region of' our 
State, at no very distant day, is inevita- 
ble.

Rtiohed, That the platform of principles 


adopted by the National Republican Convention 
at Chicago in June deserves and receives the 
approval and hearty endorsement of all Repub- 
licans of Nevada.

coming in upon our shores to eat our substance 
are destroying our country, impoverishing our 
mines, miners and laborers, debauching our 
yontb and making both men and women lower 
in the scale of humanity.

In the 
language of our great leader, we regard the im- 
migration of Asiatics to tbe United States as 
little less than a servile invasion.

such a modification of the
